2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 11, 13-14, SO, 32, 34, 38, 40-41, 43, 45, 47, 49, 56-57, 72, 74, 81-82, and 84 lack novelty under PCT 
Article 33(2) as being anticipated by COMBS et al. '251. Combs et al. teach a method and apparatus for the treatment of 
defibrillation which uses a multitude of electrodes that are used to stimulate various regions of the heart using very low pulses 
of energy (see column 8, lines 1-5). 

Claims, 2, 4, 6, 8-10, 12, 15-29, 31, S3, 35-37, 39, 42, 44, 46, 48, 50-55, 58-71, 73, 75-80, 83, 85 lack an inventive 
step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over COMBS et al. '251. While Combs et al. are silent to their pulsing 
duration times as well as the magnitudes of current the values specified in applicant's claims are well within the level of 
skill in the art and would be the subject of routine experimentation and optimization of known parameters.
